Where Oi] Wells Are Also Gas Wells 

Nature has so arranged matters that Alberta 
oil fields are also gas fields. How to get the oil 
withont wasting the gas is a problem with which 
the public authorities and the oil development 
companies have to struggle 

A new set of regulations have been issued by 
the Department of the Interior which are de- 
signed to prevent the waste of the gas. Those 
interested in the seareh for oil are now debating 
whether and to what extent the rigid interpreta- 
tion of these rules may hinder the boring for oil 

It is not, of course, any part of the purpose of 
the Government to check the exploration and de- 
velopment of the oi] deposits. But it is equally 


the duty of the Government to prevent the ex- 
haustion of the gas deposits. How the two con 
flicting and important interests are to be bar- 


monized is o matter for experts to find out 

What may be noted publicly is the fact that 
there is such a conflict shows again the tremend 
ous wealth of Alberta in unused resources. The 
difficulty arises from an embarrassment of 
riches 

(jas in the quantity that 
Alberta, or oil in the quantity is believed to 
exist, would be an asset of enormous value. Any 
eountry which has both, and confronts nothing

One practical conclusion is that gas ought to 
be cheap in Alberta. (i! is being sought in wid 
ly separated parts of the province, by companies 
with both the will and the means Every oi! well 
drilled produces gas, almost without exception 
Many wells which do not produce oil produce 
gas in seemingly unlimited quantity 

The cost of delivery ought to be the main item 
in fixing the cost of gas to the Alberta consum 
er. Gas is available in almost every known oil 
field as a by-product of oil-boring operations. It 
should therefore be necessary to spend |ittle 
money drilling gas-welis, if the supp) the 
oil-wells is utilized
